The Spaniards fired onl) five in- 


effective shots, and tied. The ships steamed within 3,000 yards of tho fort and iirod with deadly «e- 


curaey. The little Suwanee sent shots straight into tho foundations. 


Texas finished the business with two 12-inch shells, reducing tho forts to pieturowjui' ruins. 


The Marblehead turned her attention to the barracks and breastworks southwont of tho harbor, Hpeedily 
demolishing them and sending the Spanish garrison ilying. As the Spaniards Ian down the main Inrnl, 


the St. Paul's C-inch guns were trained on them.
